So that in the dayes of Noah, only Noah 
was found Righteous in his Generation, Gey.6. 8, 9. whom the

. ungodly, Gen, 7o To oof eg I OT ER 4 
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' Thea again, after the-Flood, as Men-began to muſeiply, ſo they 
corrupted their wayes again before the Lord , fo that in Abra- 
ham, the eleventh from Noah, which was about three-hundred 
ſixty ſeen years after the Flood, God began to gather to himſelf 
a People again ont of the reft of rhe world, who ſhould bear his 
Name ; and ſo he called Abrahams out from his fathers houſe, 
and our of his own Country, to walk with him where he would 
appoinc him, Gey, 12, T. 

When Abraham was come out, then the Lord bleſſed him, 
and promiſed him to make of him a great Nation, and that he 


would blefie him that bleſſed Abraham, and cutie him that cur- 


ſed Abraham, And faid furthermore to him; 1n thee ſhall all 
families of the Earth be bleſſed, Gen, 12, 2, 2, 

So his Pofterity ts Jſaac avd Jacob, were counted for the 
Lords Inheritance, and owned by him above all the World , and 
called his Sor, his Firft-bory, And by that name he required 
, them of Pharaoh, when he ſent to deliver them out of the houſe 
of bondage, Exod. 4, 22, 23. 

Then when the Lord had delivered chem by an out-ftretched 
Arm from under Pharaohs Bondage, to lead them into the Land 
of Canaar, which he had promiſed to eAbraham : When he 
had ſeparated them from Egypt, and brought them into the

Now. here is one chief end of this Writing, ' to put men upon 


. this Conſideration, Whether you be yet wnder this Mytery, or 


come from under it ? Whether or no you have got victory over 
the Bzalt, over his Image, over his Mark, over the number of his 
Name ; as the Saints do, Rev.x5.2. 'Or you be yer drunk with 
the Wine of her Fornication ? Ryv. 17, 2, Are you on the 
Perſecutors part, who are many ; or on the Perſecured part, who 
are few in compariſon?
